U. S. Tribunal in Missis- 
sippi Denies Petition to 
Prevent Filling of Lum- 
ber Contracts.

YAZOO CITY, Miss., Oct. 10.— 
Petition by NRA for an injunction 
restraining Mississippi lumber come 
panies from filling orders contract- 
ed at prices allegedly under code 
figures was denied by Federal 


Judge Edwin R. Holmes yesterday. 

This setback for the price-fixing 
provisions of the lumber industries 
code came after an all-day hearing. 
Counsel for the NRA Compliance 
Director indicated the decision 
would be appealed. 

Request for injunctions against 
four firms were to have been the 
first of a series of actions against 
62 hardwood lumber companies in 
this State. 

The petitions charged that the 
hardwood manufacturers had en- 
tered into contracts with the Fish- 
er Corporation, Tennessee division 
of General Motors, at prices below 
the minimum set by NRA in its 
national code. The injunctions re- 
quested halting of execution of 
these contracts. 

NRA counsel contended price- 
fixing authority was in the lumber 
and timber products code under the 
National Recovery Act. 

Counsel for the lumbermen dis 
puted this contention and won 2 
second victory in price-fixing dis- 
putes within a week. It was a plea 
for the lumbermen which won an 
injunction hearing last Saturday 
before Federal Judge Harry B. An- 
derson in Memphis, Tenn., prevent- 
ing enforcement of minimum price 
fixing provisions in West Tennes- 
see.

of black felt which climb upward 
in a spiral effect. The top, as a re- 
sult, is much smaller than the bot- 
tom so that a peaked look is pro- 
vided. A silvered quill holds the 
tiers down at the side front. A flar- 
ing veil is added. 

At extreme right is an illustration 
of the turban which is made of fur 
or fur fabric. This is of simulated 
black krimmer, and designed so 
that it has its height broken, thus 
assuring its greater popularity. A 
black silk cord circles the crown. 
Rhinestone ornaments appear at 
spaced intervals and give the hat a 
festive aspect. 

Below and at left of the circle in 


a panel is shown a brimmed hat 
that illustrates the sportswear 
trend.

There Are Four Fundamental 
Needs to Consider in 
Healthful Rations.

|y T is not so difficult to formu- 
[ate a rattling good diet for the 
| family with an ample _ purse. 
| With every shift to a lower income 
level, changes have to be made 
in the foods purchas:2. 

| It is to direct this plan of pur 
| chase on the lower leval that Mr. 
|\Gove Hambridge’s ewok, “Your 

Meals and Your Money,” is writ- 
‘ten. Certainly a splendid idea in 
this year of the depression, and 
since the account is based on the 
work of Dr. Hazel K. Stiebeling, 
senior food economist in the bu- 
-reau of home economics, it is aur 
| thoritative. 

The problem is to furnish a bale 
anced, complete and perfectly 
‘healthful ration at the lowest pos- 
sible cost. When people unfamiliar 
‘with the basis of dietetics begin to 
ecnomize on their diet, the danger 
is that while they will pick a diet 
that satisfies their hunger, it may 
be inadequate in some respect, and 
will lead to deficiency diseases. 

Dr. Stiebeling was able to plan 
adequate diets ranging in cost for 
a moderately active man, from 17 
cents (0.169 to be exact) a dav to 
50 cents a day; $62 a year to $185 
‘a year. 

I will discuss these plans {n 
‘more detail tomorrow. Here let 
'us look at some general principles 

First, as every good dietetician 
knows, the four fundamental needs 
; must be satisfied: (1) enough en- 
l[ergy—fats, starches and sugars; 
|} (2) enough protein; (3) minerals; 
| (4) vitamins 

Under the first heading—to sup- 
'ply adequate energy—the major 
}economy in diets of lower cost as 
against those of higher cost 
made by using more grain prod- 
ucts. 

Grain products furnish fuel more 
‘cheaply than any other food, _be- 
| Cause in general grain is the cheap- 
dom food to grow, harvest, store, 
'preserve and convert into a form 
| fit to eat. Thus the thrifty are 
Known everywhere for their grain 
| food: the poor Oriental for rice, the 
Italian for spaghetti, the Scot for 
| eaeerees the American § Indian 
'maize. Lately Manchuria has be- 
come Manchukuo, because it !s a 
fertile land for soy beans. And soy 
beans furnish a splendidly adequate 
diet. 

The only food which competes 
with grain as the staff of life is 
the potato. As Dr. Sherman says 
'in dire need the potato may serve 
|as a substitute for all other vege- 
itables and fruits. 

Other economies come from the 
'kinds of vegetables and fruits used 
|'You must have vegetables and 
fruits, but when funds are limited, 
ithe cheaper ones can be used—cab- 
lbage, carrots, canned tomatoes, 
dried beans and peas, dried fruits 

In furnishing protein, while some 
/animal protein is essential, at least 
|\75 per cent of the protein need can 
'be obtained from the cheaper vege- 
table proteins—beans, again soy
